In  conformity  with  the  above  resolution,  the  rnmnilntie 
have  issued  their  circular — containing  the  succinct  espien- 
Sion  of  their  views  of  slavery.  To  this,  there  ena  be  no 
material  objection,  except  thnt  which  grow*  ent  ef  Bo 
j  nature  of  their  ofiicial  obedience  to  a  questionable  apprant- 
menf.  For  these  gentlemen,  ell  and  singular,  we  enter¬ 
tain  the  highest  personal  consideration  end  most  sineeiw 
friendship— nor  wilt  they  infer,  that  we  impugn  their  nH>> 
uvea,  while  we  question  the  propriety  of  their  pomtion, 
and  the  correctness  and  utility  of  their  menurro. 

Leaving  the  circular  entirely  out  of  the  question — the 
Resolution  of  the  Mass-Meeting,  is  objectionable  in  itaelf, 
in  its  bearings  and  requirements.  However  clear  it  may 
be  to  many  religious  minds,  that  slavery  is  repugnant  to 
the  spirit  and  intentions  of  Christianity ;  it  is  quite  certain, 
that  many  other  great  and  good  men  view  the  subject  ht 
a  very  different  light.  A  degree  of  latitude,  an  imagi. 
nary  boundary,  and  still  more,  the  influence  of  social  ha¬ 
bits  and  tastes,  exert  a  wonderful  power  over  tbe  opinions 
and  prrjudices  of  men  in  this  particular.  Besides — few 
are  now  to  learn  that  the  question  has  become  most  de¬ 
cidedly  one  of  politics;  and  that  in  defiance  of  any  pro¬ 
fessions  to  the  contrary,  its  denominational  agitation  wiU 
be  construed  to  imply  a  dUposition  to  meddle  with  politi¬ 
cal  matters  to  tbe  neglect  of  our  appropriate  calling.  We 
may  insist  that  we  have  no  party  motives — that  we  act 
from  the  impulse  of  a  pure  philanthropy — but  while  tbs 
world  is  what  it  is,  it  will  give  us  little  credit  for  onr  pro¬ 
fessions.  There  is  also  a  possibility,  not  to  say  proba¬ 
bility,  that  under  the  general  agitation  of  this  absorbinf 
subject — excited  feelings  may  have  had  a  sliare  in  the 
I  movement,  as  well  as  sympathy  and  charity.  The  reso¬ 
lution  is  a  party  measure — it  was  intended  to  operals 
upon  a  particular  sect — and  more  especially  up<>n  the  s>ta- 
isters  of  that  sect.  And  it  openly  and  officiously  seeks  to 
.  enter  into  the  sanctuary  of  their  thoughts  on  a  subject 
above  and  beyond  their  control ;  and  under  plauaible  pre¬ 
tences  to  spread  their  crude  opinions  before  the  world. 

The  requirements  of  the  resolution,  are  not  the  least  ex¬ 
traordinary  of  its  features.  It  expresses  a  determinatien 
to  ascertain  the  views  of  “  every  Universalist  cleriqrmsn 
in  the  United  States”  on  the  subject  of  slavery,  under  ths 
sanction  of  a  general  meeting  of  the  order.  And  it  re- 
(juires  a  most  respectable  committee,  to  adopt  and  carry 
out  a  prescribed  ayatem  of  measures  for  effecting  that  ds- 
lermiiiaiion.  Nor  this  only — it  requires  that  cummitlce» 
to  hold  up  the  name  and  views  of  every  one  of  these  mii>- 
isters  to  the  public  gaze — that  not  only  the  pulse  of  ths 
ilenoinination  may  be  felt,  but  that  the  world  may  know 
Its  indications.  There  ore  very  few,  if  any  Universalist 
ministers,  who  are  in  favor  of  slavery — but  there  are  many, 
who  doubt  the  propriety  or  utility  of  sectarian  interfe-^ 
rence  with  it — and  who  are  not  to  be  coerced  into  a  change 
of  views  by  the  apprehension  of  their  names  being  pob- 
lisbed  in  Boston  or  elsewhere.  There  are  few,  if  any 
Universalist  ininiaters,  who  are  nnwilling  that  the  publis 
should  know  their  opinions  on  this  subject — but  there  are 
many,  who  will  not  hazard  the  peace  of  the  denomination 
r  ir  the  gratification  of  Any  number  of  individuals  who  may 
regtinl  their  own  views  of  more  consequence  than  denomi- 
'  national  prosperity.  The  mischiefs  of  eccleai.iatioal  aa- 
.iun  on  this  delicate  subject,  are  too  aptwreni  in  other  de¬ 
nominations  to  escape  the  notice  of  Univeisalisia— and 
they  must  be  insensible  or  indifferent  to  their  true  inter¬ 
ests,  in  attempting  to  make  it  a  aectarian  matter.  Tme  - 
the  rcsolotioa  waa  not  the  official  act  of  the  denominatioB  ; 
but  it  waa  the  evident  intention  of  the  meeting  to  reodat 
it  so,  through  the  taeana  and  measnree  it  preacribed,— *  V 
'  not  Uie  iHiad  <i(  Jotb  whli  tiBein  all  tbi*r 
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*  Let  us  not,  because  others  have  done  so,  and  because  |j 
there  may  be  those  among  us  whose  zeal  outruns  their 
discretion,  presume  to  intermeddle  with  questions  of  state, 
and  assume  to  legislate  for  those  who  do  feel  the  need,  or  j| 
perceive  the  courtesy  of  our  interposition.  There  is  pro-  | 
bably  not  a  society  in  the  northern  and  free  States,  which  ^ 
would  not  be  seriously  injured  in  its  religious  tone — nor  a 
minister,  who  would  not  lose  half  his  iiinuence  and  de-  j, 
stroy  a  large  share  of  his  usefulness,  by  the  agitation  of  j 
this  vexed  question.  We  are  now  a  united  people,  and  j] 
strong  in  our  union.  Let  those  who  have  become  excited  ■ 
on  this  subject,  or  who  are  ambitious  of  political  notoriety,  j; 
reflect  on  the  convulsions  of  other  and  older  sects  front  i; 
the  measures  into  which  they  have  been  successively  led —  ! 
and  beware  how  they  interpose  questions  and  adopt  mea¬ 
sure  that  may  rend  us  into  fragments.  And  let  all  be¬ 
ware  of  attempting  the  mitigation  of  the  miseries  of  sla¬ 
very  by  means  which  can  neither  diminish  the  sum  of  its 
horrors  nor  the  number  of  its  victims,  and  which  may 
bring  on  our  people  and  our  cause  the  curses  of  contro.

The  folly  ef  opposition  to  Christianity.  jl 

Opposition  to  the  religion  of  Jesus,  betrays  a  folly  which 
earn  not  well  be  matched — lolly,  because  the  oppoaer  him-  r 
self  esn  not  avoid  furnishing  the  Christian  with  a  stand-  * 
iag  remembrance  of  the  superiority  of  the  moral  precepts' 
of  Christ.  This  has  always  been  the  case ;  and  wc  think,' 
if  the  infidel  wishes  to  avoid  the  puerility  ol  his  negations, ' 
it  is  time  for  iiiin  to  furnish  the  world  with  a  substitute 
for  that  which  he  scorns  with  so  great  an  assumption  of.! 
wisdom.  As  it  is,  the  Christian  discovers  that  there  is  no 
genuine  moral  worth  in  the  professed  practical  code  of  the  ! 


nnbeliever,  no  maxims  of  undoubted  soundness,  but  what 
he  has  stolen  from  the  Christian  system.  I  say  stolen,  be¬ 
cause  the  most  palpable  plagiarism  ever  committed,  is  to 
be  seen  in  the  act  which  pilfers  from  the  Bible,  or  from  the 
spirit  of  divine  religion,  its  most  admired  maxims,  with¬ 
out  acknowledging  the  authority  to  which  it  is  indebted. 
Hence,  if  the  infidel  points  us  to  his  claims  for  conside¬ 
ration,  in  view  of  an  exemplary  character,  he  does,  by  the 
same  act,  either  abandon  his  infidelity,  or  plead  guilty  of 
theft  from  the  Bible,  f'or  he  never  yet  practiced  a  single 
virtue,  but  that  same  virtue  finds  its  most  powerful  incul-  j 
cation  in  the  religion  of  Jesus.  He  never  condemns,  n 
single  wrong  act,  though  it  may  be  the  wrong  of  an  un¬ 
faithful  Christian  professor,  but  the  religion  of  Jesus  con¬ 
demns  that  same  act,  more  eflectually  than  he,  because  it 
does  thus  consistently.  He  is  originally  indebted  to  the 
religion  of  Jesus  for  every  good  he  performs ;  nor  has  he 
ever  yet  found  it  possible  to  announce  a  single  new  virtue, 
or  a  single  new  motive  to  holiness.  The  opposer,  there¬ 
fore,  can  not  shake  the  Christian’s  faith ;  can  but  impeach 
his  own  opposition,  though  he  should  appear  to  possess 
every  outward  excellence  that  is  attainable  by  man. 

So  of  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  and  its  objectors.  There 
are  many  who  think  that  we  represent  our  heavenly  Fa¬ 
ther,  and  the  goodness  of  the  Christian  doctrine,  too  high. 
But  the  olijeclion  is  a  foolish  one.  We  can  not  describe 
the  Creator  to  be  better  than  he  is.  VV>  can  not  count 
his  doctrine  more  perfect  and  beneficent  than  it  really  is. 
After  we  have  exhausted  all  the  praise  of  man,  we  fall 
short  of  the  glory  ol  truth.  On  the  other  hand,  the  more 
ignorant  a  man  is,  the  less  lofty  are  his  views  of  God. — 
The  more  sinful  a  man  becomes,  the  more  he  limits  the 
goodness  of  God  and  truth.  The  farther  be  strays  from 
light,  the  more  he  doubts  the  abundance  of  light. 

Here  then  is  the  position  of  the  true  Universalist.  He 
knows  that  God’s  goodness  can  not  be  over  estimated. — 
However  much,  iherelore,  men  oppose  him,  they  only  re¬ 
mind  him  of  the  following  truisms.  1.  The  nearer  a 
man  lives  to  God  and  truth,  in  the  exercise  of  charity,  for¬ 
giveness  and  faith,  the  better  God  appears  to  his  vision. 
2.  The  more  a  man  strays  from  these,  the  more  he  re¬ 
stricts  the  goodness  of  God  in  the  salvation  of  men  from 
sin.  Add  to  this  the  iwraliel.  1.  The  more  truly  a  man 
lives  the  life  of  a  Universalist,  the  more  clearly  he  per. 
ceives  the  inimitable  goodness  of  God  in  the  great  work 
of  grace.  2.  The  farther  a  man  strays  from  this  life,  the 
more  odious  to  him  becomes  the  impartiality  of  the  re¬ 
demption  ;  until  he  finally  submits  to  the  most  narrow, 
partial,  uncertain  views  of  tlie  divine  goodness — until  he 
descrilK's  the  divine  being  as  ultogeih*  r  lets  kind,  than 
even  himself.  How  foolish,  then,  is  opposition  to  the 
grace  of  God  which  bringeth  salvation  to  the  world  !
